Tlie nation is floundering in its effort to do some­ 
thing positive about political assassination. 
The best thing that it can think of to do is to ban 
guns. 
This is the kind of solution we tried in World War 
I to cure alcoholism, when there was much less of it 
than there is today. It was not only a dismal failure 
that didn’t prohibit booze effectively; it flooded the 
country with poor, cheap, illicit liquor and it created 
an era of lawlessness that is still with us. 
Before Prohibition the Mafia was a penny ante out­ 
fit in the United States. Its bootlegging profits set it 
up in legitimate businesses: it didn’t have to rely solely 
on underworld traffic in drugs, booze, gambling and 
prostitution. It got into loan sharking and other highly 
profitable businesses, runs them with a hand on the 
jugular.

We cite it only to remind Americans that they voted 
by a majority for Prohibition and then absolutely re­ 
fused to obey the Volstead Act. 
We don’t want a gun law of that kind. We want one 
that can command the respect of the public, so it will be 
inclined to obey it. 
Listen to the chatter in any barbershop — in the 
Upper Peninsula, at least — and you’ll hear indignation 
about the killing of Bobby Kennedy, but the real ardor 
is apt to be used on the suggestion that somebody is 
going to take away the speaker’s deer rifle. He thinks 
that maybe when the lawmakers get through he’ll have 
to go and get it out of legal escrow, like out of a pawn­ 
shop, during the hunting season and sign his life away 
for its temporary possession and then return it to the 
legal freezer after the hunt. 
This is foolishness that shouldn’t be dignified with 
comment, but it is the sort of foolish fear that is being 
generated.

The National Rifle Association, which has a mem­ 
bership of 900,000 sportsmen who write their congress­ 
men with a reflex action like Pavlov’s dog whenever the 
XRA rings the bell, is beating the drums again against 
gun control legislation.

State Borrows 


For School Aid 


LANSING (AP) — The State 
Administrative Board Tuesday 
authorized the state to borrow 
$70 million to help meet 
the 
first school aid payments for 
fiscal 1968-69. 
Some $20 million of the total 
w’ill go for school aid advances 
in “hardship cases,” as deter­ 
mined by the State Department 
of Education and the state trea­ 
surer's office. 
Treasurer Allison Green said 
$50 million would be needed for 
the regular school aid payments 
because the date for issuance of 
those 
payments 
was 
moved 
from Aug. 25 to Aug. I this year 
by the State Legislature. 
“There w ill be only one month 
of income (in the fiscal year) 
before we have to pay school 
aid in excess of $100 million.” 
Green told the board, adding 
there would be only about $50 
million in the school aid fund 
at the time. 
Dr. Ira 
Polley, state super­ 
intendent of public instruction, 
sought the $20 million for ad­ 
vance payments.

The Whitaker-Thomas comet, 
spotted by Mark with a home- 
assembled 4-inch telescope June 
14, is named for him and Nor­ 
man G. Thomas, a professional 
astronomer at Lowell Observa­ 
tory in Flagstaff, Ariz., who 
confirmed Mark’s observations. 
Thomas spotted a mysterious 
light, which turned out to be the 
comet, June 17 on a photograph­ 
ic plate made to trace the aster­ 
oid Icarus. 
“I didn’t really expect to find 
one,” Whitaker said Tuesday. 
“But I didn’t have anything else 
to do. I had all summer to find a
